But it is much more likely that she 
m erely m eant that subways are distasteful 
to her. 
So she might much better have said, “ I 
have a real dislike for subways,” or, though 
entire accuracy have slipped into Scottish 
dialect and said, “I’ve a scunner against 
subways.”

M any dozens of words in the language 
of medical and especially psychiatric

An aleurophobe is a person who

If you 
shy away from strangers, if the thought of 
meeting the unfam iliar is thoroughly dis­ 
tasteful to you, you are a xenophobe. 
A person who fears the open spaces is 
an agoraphobe, while a person wrho 
fears 
depths— like our bus rider above—may be 
a bathophobe, as well as

claustrophe. 
And if you ever chance to run into a per­ 
son who suffers from a 
morbid 
fear 
of 
blushing, the name for 
him 
is 
erutho- 
phobe. 
My own favorite phobia

be­ 
cause of the num ber of letters in my nam e 
or the fact that I was born on the thir­ 
teenth of the m onth— is triskadekaphobia — 
dread of the num ber thirteen.

The other is design­ 
ed to regulate city election campaigns in 
a m anner that will encourage the greatest 
degree of democracy in municipal 
elec­

The proposal to limit and regulate cam ­

is 
revolutionary 
In 
local politics but we believe that it is m eri­ 
torious. It sets up provisions that will re­ 
quire individual candidates to campaign as 
individuals, rather than as a m em ber of an 
election coalition. 
Slates of candidates as 
such are discouraged to the point of being 
virtually impossible under the regulations. 
The municipal election code for Esca­ 
naba traditionally has advocated a 
non­ 
partisan election. The 
proposed 
revision 
W'ill make it truly non-partisan by prohibi­ 
ting coalitions which could be inspired by 
partisanship.

HOOF-AND -MOUTH DISEASE 
Tile anger of southwest cattlemen ovei 
the smuggled herd is caused first by the 
fact that they carne 
from 
a 
hoof-and- 
mouth-disease part of Mexico; second, by 
the fact that not a single step has been 
taken to punish the offenders. 
Though most of Mexico was taken 
off 
the hoof-and-m outh disease infected list 
in 1952, one area still 
is 
quarantined— 
Pueblo. The Charolais cattle came 
from 
Pueblo Not only did the Mexican govern­ 
m ent refuse to permit their export, but no 
attem pt wrns made to get permission from 
American authorities. 
As a result, protests have poured in on 
the Agriculture Departm ent from 
cattle­ 
men and state veterinarians as far away 
as New Jersey, pointing out that millions 
Of dollars have been 
spent 
slaughtering 
American cattle herds in the past 
when 
they become infected with hoof-and-m outh 
disease; also that a revolution threatened 
in Mexico when the United States dem and­ 
ed the 
slaughter 
of 
Mexico’s 
infected 
herds, even though U. S. taxpayers paid 
millions to Mexico to compensate for the 
slaughter. 
However, nothing has happened. A. A 
Broussard, owner of the herd, was arrest­ 
ed Ju n e 4 and released on 
$2,000 
bond. 
Since then no move has been 
made 
to 
prosecute him. 
POWERFUL FRIEND OF IKE’S 
Reason may be that Broussard was sm art 
enough to retain as his attorney Ike’s best 
friend in Louisiana, John Minor Wisdom. 
One of the ablest and most charming a t­ 
torneys in ttie South, Wisdom swung the 
Louisiana delegation to Ike at the Chicago 
convention and, since the 
election, 
was 
given the job of building up the Republi­ 
can party iii Louisiana. 
One of the first things Wisdom did was 
appoint his friend, Theodore Lyons, a* col­ 
lector of customs iii New 
Orleans. 
Mr. 
Lyons took the oath of office July 6, just 
after Broussard was arrested 
for 
cattle 
smuggling. It is Commissioner Lyons’ duty 
to help prosecute any 
violation 
of 
the 
smuggling law's. 
Shortly thereafter, Mr. Wisdom appoint­ 
ed his friend, T. Fitzhugh Wilson, as U. S. 
attorney in Shreveport. This is the district 
where the 
niggled cattle are now peace­ 
fully grazing, unaw are 
that 
they 
have 
stirred up such a furor in the cagem an’# 
world. It is also the district where Brous­ 
sard would be prosecuted. But no move 
tor prosecution has been made by Wis­ 
d o m s friend, Lf.
